The Heath Company, Benton Harbor, Michigan, has recently made available 
a transistorized mobile power supply, at a net cost of just over $h5, 
delivered in Philadelphia. The writer was asked to construct one of 
these kits and install it in W3EXY’s new blitz buggy. Some tests were 
made on the unit following.it's completion, and these figures are pre- 
sented without comment.

I wili not deal with the primary circuits except to note that they use 
2nN4k0 transistors, which are 15 amp fused and relay started. The sec- 
ondary circuit includes a 300 v ac winding, voltage doubling, resistive 
and capacitive filtering, and a gimmick called a load indicator-- act- 
ually only a 250 ma pilot lamp in parallel with a resistor--- which 
glows to normal brilliance when 250 ma flows in the supply. Better 
brains than mine suggest that this gimmick may also function as a delay 
in applying the ioad to the supply, in order that the transistors have 
just enough time to begin their oscillation, before the load is applied. 


When the supply was installed, the primary voltage then applied came to 
almost 14 volts, thus raising the secondary voltage considerably. It 
was found that when the low voltage tap was used for receiving, an ex- 
tremely heavy bleeder on the 600 v tap was required to hold the free 
running voltage within the ratings of the capacitors. It was also found 
that as Morrow MBR receiver was not sufficient load to hold the 300 v tap 
te less than 350 v; and that ea dropping resistor and filtering capacitor 
were necessary. Within one week of operation with what we consider a 
relatively light load, trouble developed, and a check indicated shorted 
transistors. These were returned to Heath and we avait developments. 
Personal opinions include the fallowing: The supply was designed for a 
specific application and may not be applicable to the varied transmitters 
we have without some modification; some method of bleeding the 600 v tap 
must be used when using the 300 v tap for receive only, and so forth. 


Those of you who are used to moynting a real hunk of iron like the PE- 
103, are in for a real surprise. Size is 9" long x 5" wx 5" high-- 
WEIGHT is LESS than 6 lbs.; primary current max 15 amp--rated efficiency 
715% (try that one on your PE103). More dope on the practical angle for 
these gadgets soon.
